We believe in...‘different images of God’

& ALCALA PARK —. ‘‘We don’t really agree on the 
God we say we believe in,’’ Franciscan Father Emery 
Tang said Feb. 9 at the University of San Diego. 


In the preface to the credo, Catholics say ‘We believe 
in God,’’ but there are many differing concepts of God, 
Father Tang said to the nearly 500 people gathered for 
Spring Forward V, sponsored by the diocesan Department 
of Religious Education. 


‘““SOME SAY ‘God is the Supreme Being.’ ”’ Others 
say ‘‘God is infinite.’’ Still others say that God is the 
“<chief lawmaker,’’ said Father Tang, a lecturer, author 
and retreat director at Serra Retreat in Malibu. Some 
think of God as ‘‘the Great Big Brother in the sky,”’ a 

@>) concept illustrated through the ‘‘big eye symbol,’’ he 
added 


One’s concept of God comes from one’s parents, from 
Jewish tradition and from 
Scripture, the Franciscan 
said. 


‘*As Catholics we believe 
that if we do good we’ll be 
rewarded. If we do bad, 
we’ll be punished,’’ Father 
Tang said. 


‘““‘THE PROBLEM 
with us (human beings) is 
we think we have to know 
everything,’’ the 
Franciscan explained. 
Most people go through life 
‘“trying to answer the most 
fundamental question ‘how 
did I get here?’ ”’ he said. 


®R Although Jesus ‘‘is the 
pivotal point in human history,’’ He ‘‘didn’t explain the 
origin of the universe, at least not as recorded in the New 
Testament, but human beings are always trying to figure 
it out,’’ Father Tang noted. 
Through Christ ‘‘the word of God is made flesh...the 
word is love. Christ is God saying to the world ‘I love 
you,’ ”’ Father Tang explained. 


‘“‘JESUS CAME to answer all our questions — to tell 
us the truth,”? Father Tang said. ‘‘The truth will make us 
free. Truth is not what one believes but what Jesus told 
us,’” he added. 

““God is not to be feared — climb into His lap, He puts 

®° His arm around you,”’ Father Tang explained. “‘Jesus 
was sent to bring life — to bring joy and beauty and 
happiness — to set us free,’’ he noted. 


“St. John: put it together” in his Gospel. ‘‘Let’s just 
love one another;’’ the Franciscan said. : 

“SALVATION COMES by the word of God and 
that’s Jesus,’’ Father Tang explained.

Fr. Berrigan decries 
arms manufacture

ALCALA PARK — Manufacturing nuclear weapons 
is a denial of the Gospel, Jesuit Father Daniel Berrigan 
told about 150 people in his Feb. 7 lecture, “*Peace, a Past 
Promise’? at USD’s Salomon Hall. ‘‘We cannot terrorize 
people’’ and at the same time ‘‘confess Christ,’’ he said. 


Clad in a brown plaid shirt and blue gaberdine 
trousers, the soft-spoken author of numerous books 
resembled a factory worker more than a_ theology 
professor, his present position at Woodstock College. He 
is appealing his three- to 10-year prison sentence for 
destroying unarmed nuclear warheads with household 
hammers in a General Electric plant in King of Prussia, 
Pa., on Sept. 7, 1980. He had joined eight other activists, 
including his brother Philip — a Josephite priest — in the 
protest against the production of nuclear weapons 

-THE BERRIGAN brothers were given a jail sentence 
in 1970 for seizing draft cards in Cantonsville; Md., and 
burning them with homemade napalm to protest the 
United States’ involvement ‘in the Vietnam War. But 
instead of beginning his sentence at the appointed time, 
Fr. Daniel Berrigan went underground until FBI agents 
apprehended him four months later. 

During his talk at USD, the 63-year-old priest read 
statements he described as ‘‘evangelical’’ from a 
declaration written by the executive board of an alliance 
of West Germany’s churches which are neither Catholic 
nor Lutheran. He said this document is more helpful in 
forming a Christian conscience than the United States 
bishops’ peace pastoral which he said ““nussyfooted”’ 
around the issue of ‘‘nuclear deterrence being a 
temporarily allowable option as long as serious efforts 
toward: disarmament’’ are in progress. However, he 
credited the bishops’ letter with adding respectability to 
the ‘‘peace movement in the Catholic community.” 


Father Berrigan said courts in West Germany, which 
resolved not to ‘‘commit the crimes of judges and 
prosecutors under Hitler,’’ are more tolerant of 
conscientious activity’? than is the United States 
judiciary. ‘‘German judges have never sentenced a non- 
violent resister to prison,”’ he said. 


‘‘A DEEP despair grips our people’’ who fear nuclear 
war, he said. We accept violence as the ordinary way of 
settling disputes. Instead of “‘sitting down with one 
another’’ to discuss, differences, ‘‘we dispose of one 
another.”’

TOTAL REJECTION — Archbishop 
Thomas Winning of Glasgow, Scotland, has

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Visiting ADL rabbi 
hopes for dialogue

SAN DIEGO — The greatest barriers to Jewish- 
Catholic dialogue come from those who are closed to the 
idea of dialogue and those ‘‘who are in the mood of 
triumphalism,’’ Rabbi Leon Klenicki said. 


Klenicki, the director of the Department of Interfaith 
Affairs of the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, 
visited San Diego recently to further interfaith exchange. 


KLENICKI, WHO works out of the ADL’s 
headquarters in New York, spoke with Catholics in 
Tijuana, an Evangelical group here and San Diego 
Catholics. Because of a scheduling mix-up he was unable 
to meet with Bishop Leo T. Maher, but he hopes to do so 
next time he visits. 


He thinks 1985 would be a good year to look at the past 
and future of Catholic-Jewish dialogue. This October 28 
marks the 20th anniversary of Nostra aetate, the Vatican II 
declaration on dialogue with non-Christian religions. It 
stated, in part, ‘‘Since Christians and Jews have such a 
common spiritual heritage, this sacred Council wishes to 
encourage and further mutual understanding and 
appreciation. This can be obtained especially by way o- 
biblical and theological enquiry and through friendly 
discussions.”’ 

For the anniversary, Klenicki plans to ask regional 
directors of ADL offices to offer to work with diocesan 
education departments. on using a curriculum, 
‘‘Understanding the Jewish Experience.” It was written 
by Klenicki and Dr. Eugene J. Fisher of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


THE CURRICULUM was produced in cooperation 
with the United States Catholic Conference Department 
of Education and the ADL. 


Morris Casuto, director of the local ADL office, said he 
plans to approach the diocese about using the curriculum. 


Klenicki’s connection with Catholicism dates back to 
his youth in Argentina. He grew up under . the 
dictatorship of Juan Peron. Because there was no 
intellectual freedom then, he said, students met in 
churches for discussions. There, he became acquainted 
with the work of Jacques Maritain, the French 
philosopher. Maritain was one of Klenicki’s ‘‘great 
influences,’”’ he said. 

IN HIGH school Klenicki was required to read 
writings by Christian mystics St. Therese and St. John of 
the Cross. 

After studying and teaching in Buenos Aires, he 
studied at the University of Cincinnati, School of 
Philosophy, where he wrote his thesis, ‘An Analysis of 
the Mystical Language of St. John of the Cross.’’ He 
finds it interesting that, at the same time, the man who 
would become Pope John Paul II was studying the life 
and work of St. John of the Cross. 


FROM 1973 to 1984, Klenicki served the ADL as head 
of its Jewish-Catholic Relations Department. He lectured 
at several Catholic universities and seminaries.

Retired officer attends daily Mass

EL CAJON — Mary Benish likes ‘‘to start the day out 
right’’ by attending morning Mass. 


“Tt (Mass) makes me feel better,’’ the 76-year-old 
member of Holy Trinity parish said. Attending Mass 
takes very little of her day even when she stays afterward 
to pray the rosary, Benish said. 


‘<I LOVE to go to Church. It was instilled in me as a 
child. I went to catechism and Mass every Sunday,”’ she 
said. 


Even in the Navy, Benish would forfeit her lunch to go 
to Mass. 


Benish was is the Navy for ‘‘20 years and two months”’ 
and achieved the rank of lieutenant commander. ‘“Today 
lieutenant commanders are a dime a dozen but back then 
it was a big deal,’’ Benish said. 


A NURSE, Benish enlisted in the Navy in March, 
1943. One of her friends who had enlisted the year before 
visited Benish at her home in Youngstown, Ohio. Benish 
was so impressed with the woman’s ‘‘marvelous looking”’ 
uniform that she decided to sign up. She also admitted 
that World War II had something to do with her 


enlistment. 


She traveled to many places in the service. “‘I was sent 
to England for D-day,’’ she said. 


Her military career also took her on four tours of the 
Great Lakes and from Seattle to Yokahama, Japan, and 
back, Benish said. 


‘“CEVERY PLACE I went I got to know the priest first 
and we got to be friends,” she said. Benish explained that 
she still has many priest friends and they ‘‘seem like 
brothers’’ to her. 


A locket holding photographs of Holy Trinity’s pastor, 
Msgr. Patrick Walsh, and the associate, Father Daniel 
Griesgraber, hangs around Benish’s neck. They are two 
of the many photographs of priests she has collected. 


Benish has tried numerous times to get a picture of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, she said. But each time she tried, 
she failed. 

SHE WAS pleased to discover a photograph of her and 
the bishop in the 1985 San Diego Catholic Directory. 
published by Southern Cross. 


The directory photo, in which Benish is presenting 
flowers to the bishop,’ was taken at a> Mass for 
handicapped Catholics held at the Immaculata Church 
early last year. ‘‘I picked the flowers in my backyard and 
gave them to the bishop as I went out’’ of the service, she 
proudly explained. 


Benish was sent by the Navy to San Diego to be chief 
nurse at the Marine Corps Recruit Depot in the early 
1950’s. She decided to settle here because she likes 
California, ‘‘especially El Cajon.’’ The climate is “‘good 
for my arthritis. It’s easy to live here,”’ she explained. ‘‘If 
I was back in Ohio — with that cold weather — I couldn’t 
make it.”’ 


BENISH PURCHASED a home in El Cajon and 
brought her mother from Ohio to live with her. Her 


mother died but Benish now lives with her two younger 
sisters, Barbara and Helen. 

The 76-year-old never married, which she doesn’t 
regret, although, ‘‘I sometimes wonder if I missed 
something.”’ 


Raised to be ‘‘conservative and careful’’ with money, 
Benish said she ‘‘gives to Church because it’s giving to 
God.”’ The retired lieutenant commander also ‘‘believes 
in helping the missions.’’ 

SHE HAS donated a Sacred Heart altar to Holy 
Trinity Church and a stained glass window to the 
Immaculata and to a church in her hometown. 


Benish spends much of her time at the Salvation Army 
facility near her home. ‘‘I like to talk to the older people 
there. It makes them feel good,’’ she explained.

The ‘baneful heritage’ lives 


Almost four score years ago the late Msgr. John A. Ryan, first 
director of the Social Action Department of the old National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, wrote his doctoral dissertation in 
moral theology on the ethical, economic and legal aspects of the 
living wage. 


This work was a landmark in the field of social ethics. 
Published by Macmillan in 1906 under the title A Living Wage, 
it was the first major study on this subject in the English language 
and one of the first in any language to advocate establishment of 
a minimum wage by law. 


Msgr. Ryan was an objective scholar and, by temperament, a 
hard-bitten realist who never blinked at the facts of life, never 
walked away from a fight and seldom underestimated the 
strength of the opposition. Knowing full well that he was a 
pioneer struggling against enormous odds in the field of social 
justice, he was not in the habit of counting his chickens before 
they were hatched. 


By hindsight, however, it now would appear that on at least 
one occasion he permitted himself the luxury of being overly 
optimistic about the rate of social progress in the United States. 
In a revised edition of A Living Wage published in 1919, he 
concluded that, in principle at least, the right of the state to enact 
minimum-wage legislation had been almost universally accepted. 


**All the signs of the times,’’ he confidently stated, ‘‘point to a 
rapid extension of minimum-wage legislation in all civilized 
countries. For the principle that wages ought not to fall below the 
level of decent living is now all but universally recognized; the 
principle that it is a proper function of the state to protect the 
worker against such injustice is likewise quite generally 
accepted.”’ 


In the late 30s, as he tried to counteract the all-out efforts then 
being made to block enactment of the Fair Labor Standards Act, 
the first federal minimum-wage law and a very limited one at 
that, Msgr. Ryan undoubtedly would have been the first to 
admit that he had been too sanguine when he stated 20 years 
earlier that the ‘baneful heritage of the 18th century, the doctrine 
‘that a minimum of state regulation of industry means a 
maximum of industrial freedom for the individual, no longer 
counts any considerable number of adherents.’’ 


But why talk about ancient history? The fact is that even 
today, almost 80 years after publication of Msgr. Ryan’s classic 
treatise on the ethics of the living wage, the ““baneful-heritage of 
the 18th century’’ is still alive. Serious articles are still being 
written, not against this or that provision of a particular 
minimum-wage law, but against the very principle of minimum- 
wage legislation as such. 


There is really no scientific way to determine whether or not 
this brand of economic individualism can still count upon any 
“considerable number of adherents.’’ In any event, it would 
appear that improvements in state and federal minimum-wage 
laws — improvements which are needed as a partial solution to 
the problem of poverty in the United States — are still having 
tough sledding in spite of the fact that all the arguments for the 
opposition were effectively countered by Msgr. Ryan at the turn 
of the century. 


That’s a great pity. For, whether or not Msgr. Ryan was 
overly optimistic in 1919 about the prospects for enactment of 
minimum-wage legislation, he was certainly correct in stating 
that “‘the majority of the underpaid workers cannot be lifted out 
of that condition within a reasonable time except by the method 
of legal enactment.”’ .

Is the abortion teaching new? 


Q: Someone told me that the Church teaching on abortion 
is relatively new. The way it was explained to me, it seems 
that the Church has changed its position from time to time. 
j.K. 


A: It is becoming more and more common for people who 
support abortion to argue that the Church’s teaching on abortion 
is a relatively. recent teaching. Thus, they argue, just as with 
other Church disciplines, the Church can, should and will change 
its mind. Nothing could be further from the truth. 


The Church has always condemned abortion as a serious sin 
and a.crime against the ecclesial community. The earliest extant 
Church code we have, The Didache (about 100 A.D.),_ lists 
abortion as a sin and a crime. Furthermore, very early Church 
councils, like the Councils of Elvira (about 300 A.D.) and 
Ancyra (about 314 A.D.), list abortion as a serious sin and an 
ecclesial crime. It is obvious, then, that the Church has always 
condemned abortion as seriously evil. The teaching is, of course, 
more than merely disciplinary. The teaching on abortion is a 
matter of Divine Law which has its origins in the Scriptures, the 
teachings of Jesus and the infallible teaching authority of the 
Church. 


Historically, there has been some disagreement about the 
nature of abortion and the viability of fetal life. In its human 
condition, the Church must rely on the scientific and biological 
information available to it at any one point in history. For 
example, from time to time, there have been debates over when 
ensoulment (i.e. God implants a soul in the human person) takes 
place, when fetal life becomes human life and whether 
mitigating circumstances can make abortion the lesser of two 
evils. Such arguments are always speculative and have never 
become an official part of Church teaching. It is important to 
remember that the Church has always condemned direct 
abortion. 

As medicine and biology have learned more about life in the 
womb, the Church has utilized these scientific discoveries to 
strengthen its teachingon abortion. Thus, it can be clearly seen 
that the Church has always opposed abortion and has always 
demanded maximum protection for fetal life. 


Even some pro-abortion advocates admit that abortion takes 
life away. They argue that “‘the mother’s life’’ is more important 
that ‘‘fetal life.,’” Actually, they are denying humanity to the 
fetus. As faithful Roman Catholics, we believe that fetal life is 
human life from the first moment of conception. Direct abortion 
deliberately and unjustly takes human life away.

Something beyond the personal 


A friend and I were discussing the importance of 
sound, affirming, human relationships to a healthy self- 
esteem and emotional equilibrium. She, being a 
psychologist, stressed that in the absence of such 
relationships, the emotional self would sicken and 
eventually die. But it seemed to me that there was some 
fallacy in the thought — that something was missing. 


There came to mind a number of incidences where 
people have survived the deprivation of even minimally 
satisfactory relationships for quite long periods and not 
only survived but emerged stronger, wiser and more 
insightful — and so, presumably, more emotionally 
healthy. They have survived concentration camps and 
solitary confinement in some Asian country, but also, and 
much more common, there are those imprisoned in 
unloving or abusive marriages, which, for one reason or 
another may be indissoluble. 


WHY IS IT that what may be utterly destructive to 
some persons can be strengthening and reinforcing to 
others? What is the elusive factor that enables one to 
triumph over what causes another to despair? To a 
religious person the answer comes quickly. Faith. But 
agnostics, too, are among the ranks of survivors! 


I will always remember a scientist, freed from solitary 
confinement in a Budapest prison during the October 
revolution, who impressed interviewers with her 
confident, powerful personality. How was it possible, they 
asked her, that she had come so well through the years of 


Talks with Parents

‘‘T hate it when my parents praise me,’’ a young teen 
told his school counselor angrily. 


‘Why???’ asked the surprised man. 


‘“BECAUSE I know they’re telling me I better keep 
doing what I’m doing or else...”’ 


He spoke for many children who have come to dislike 
and distrust parental praise. Praise as an honored 
parenting tool is beginning to be re-evaluated by family 
educators. We’re seeing children who get hooked on 
praise. They don’t want to do anything for which they 
aren’t praised, not even the simplest daily responsibilities. 
If they aren’t praised for turning in a paper or making 
their bed, they feel cheated and resentful. 


They begin to feel that praise is their due, the payoff for 
accomplishing routine chores. As they mature, praise, not 
a sense of personal accomplishment, becomes their 
reward. If their employers and spouses don’t constantly 
praise them, they become anxious, uncertain and 
confidence-shaken because their validation comes from 
outside themselves. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM with praise is that it states 
our expectations. When we praise a child, it is usually for 
some achievement and the unspoken message is that if.the 
child doesn’t continue to achieve, we will withdraw

One dictionary meaning for ‘‘liberal’’ is: “Shaving or 
following views or policies that favor the freedom of 
individuals to act or express themselves in a manner of 
their own choosing.’’ ‘‘Liberal,’’ used broadly today, 
contains one certainty. Some liberals discriminate among 
individuals, deciding the ones they want to have that 
freedom. 

This point is made in an eye-opening article in Atlantic 
magazine (1/85) by Nat Hentoff, a civil libertarian and 
not a believer. He writes about ‘‘The Awful Privacy of 
Baby Doe”? and it is required reading for those who think 


_ that the liberal respects all human rights. The ‘‘Baby 


Doe’? is the one who was deliberately allowed to die at a 
Bloomington, Ind. hospital. The child had a defective 
digestive system and Down’s Syndrome; parents and 
doctors decided the baby could not have a ‘‘meaningful 
life.’? When nurses complained they had been taught to 
sustain life, not deprive babies of it, the parents (who did 
not want'a retarded child) and doctors moved the baby to 
a special hospital section and allowed it to die. 


HENTOFF ADDRESSES this fact: For some time 
American doctors have been advising parents of children 
with serious birth defects, to allow infants to die. Already 
in 1973, such doctors, writing in The New England 
Journal of Medicine, admitted they had withheld life- 
saving treatment from infants. Doctor Anthony Shaw, a 
California physician, established a procedure for 


incarceration, interrogation and isolation? She had, she 
answered, such contempt for her jailers! That was a kind 
of faith, I suppose, but in herself more than anything else. 


Victor Frankl, pondering the Holocaust survivors 
perceived that those who triumphed shared the 
percipience of particular meaning and purpose in life 
which transcended: their immediate suffering. That, too, 
was faith. And then there is the story that Archbishop 
Fulton Sheen used to tell of the man being tortured by the 
Gestapo who, caught up into a vision of Christ crucified, 
was filled with overwhelmingly compassionate love for his 
torturer and, smiling into his face, forgave him! That is 
the kind of heroic Christian faith we attribute to our 
saints! 


BUT WHAT of the often hidden domestic tyrannies, 
the physical or psychological abuses, the attempts to 
diminish not only self-esteem but personality, the ongoing 
denial of emotional needs and so on? Why do some of us 
become emotional disasters and nervous wrecks while 
others grow strong and wise and compassionate? Perhaps 
a combination of different kinds of faith are needed ... 
Love and forgiveness for the oppressor, contempt for the 
methods of abuse and an awareness of a powerful 
meaning and purpose in life beyond the present 
experience. ‘ ; 

Perhaps, too, we need to have a realization of being 
involved in a much broader relationship than the merely 
human — sense of being part of a universal expression of

parental praise. To many children, this means 


withdrawing love. 


For parents who find the relationship between praise 
and expectations difficult to understand, consider the 
commercial in which the husband says, ‘‘I’m so proud of 
her. She looks just like she did the day we were married.”’ 
His unexpressed ‘‘because’’ says he’s proud of his wife 
because she continues to look 20 at 40 and tells her clearly 
that he won’t be proud of her if she changes. 


A third problem with praise is that it increases envy 
among those who aren’t praised. When we sit in a group 
and hear certain members praised for their generosity or 
voluntarism, we become uncomfortable because we feel it 
is an implied criticism of us. 


SO IT IS that sibling rivalry intensifies in families 
where praise for achievement is profuse. When one child 
is praised, the other is thinking of a way to get even. 


So, how do we affirm without praising? We encourage. 
While praise focuses on achievement, encouragement 
focuses on’ effort. We encourage our children in their 
effort to get good grades or in playing a sport rather than 
praise them for A’s and home runs. 


We stop saying, “‘I’m so proud of you’’ when they 
accomplish and say instead, “That must have been hard 


God and of taking our value and identity from that. 
People who live with this idea, this vision, are people who 
find a deep appreciation of nature and all forms of life. 
They are people who see that there is a season for 
everything and a place for everything and are sufficiently 
convinced of goodness that evil appears transient and 
somehow futile. They are those who find themselves able 
to love even in the face of hatred and forgive even 
continuing injury, so conscious are they of the enveloping 
benevolence and warmth of God’s presence and the 
beauty of its manifestation in this world. 


This, I think, is what faith means. Faith in the 
omnipresent existence of God; faith in myself as an 
integral part of the expression of that Existence; faith that 
His invincible goodness will always triumph — later if not 
sooner; faith that there is a purpose to endurance and that 
joy. is possible even through pain. To believe in God is to 
have faith that beauty and love and goodness are realities 
that must unquestionably triumph and that, most 
importantly, may be found every day in many ways 
under the most unlikely circumstances as well as the 
predictable. 


SO, AFTER all, faith is the answer — as it is the 
answer to all our problems of self-acceptance, identity and 
relationship; to all our difficulties with pain and suffering 
and emotional deprivation. If only we had even as little as 
the size of a mustard seed! 


to do”’ or “‘I’ll bet you feel good about yourself.’’ This 
eliminates parental expectations and gets into the pride 
children feel at their own effort. When we praise them for 
playing a good game and are silent after a poor game, 
they are filled with failure and shame. 


BUT IF we say, ‘‘You must feel great’’ after a good 
game, we can say, ‘‘After playing so hard, you must feel 
disappointed,” after a losing game. They then sense their 
parents care more about their effort and feelings than 
their achievement and parental pride. 


Instead of saying, ‘‘That’s a wonderful painting,’’ we 
can say, ‘‘Tell me about this and how you did it.”’ 


Instead of saying, ‘‘You were a good boy at the 
restaurant,’’ we can say, ‘‘I enjoyed having you with us 
at the restaurant.’’ 


INSTEAD OF saying, ‘‘Look how Mary takes her 
medicine,’’ we can say, “‘Who can come up with a good 
way of drinking something we don’t like?”’ 


Instead of saying, ‘‘I’m so proud of you,”’ we can say, 
“J love you and I’m glad you’re ours just because you’re 
you. Not because you do wonderful things but because 
you are a wonderful creature.’’ And then we can praise 
the Lord, not the children, for giving us the maturity to 
accept His unique designs.

determining whether the infant should be allowed to live 
or die. His formula: the quality of life the child is likely to 
have, if allowed to live, is made up of these factors: his 
natural endowment, physical and _ intellectual; the 
contribution the child can expect from home and family; 
the probable contribution the handicapped child can get 
from society. The ‘‘quality of life”’ determination (a non- 
medical one) is made by doctors who have no such 
competence. If the parents of the child are poor, the infant 
has one strike against it. If born during a time when 
society’s structures are against funding the handicapped 
the baby has another strike. 


Newsweek, in 1975, discussed the 43 infant deaths 
mentioned in that New England Journal article, calling 
these children ‘‘vegetables.’” One ‘‘vegetable’’ wrote a 
reply to the magazine. Sondra Diamond said she had had 
severe brain damage at birth. At the time of her writing, 
she was unable to dress herself or write. Thousands of 
dollars' had been spent on rehabilitation and education. 
Yet, at 35 years of age, Diamond had achieved 
professional status as a counseling psychologist. Her 
point: did she not have meaningful humanhood even if 
she was the same kind of person Newsweek deplored? 
Instead of trying to change the law to ‘‘weed out 
vegetables,’’ she said society should help children to 
receive medical care, education and freedom to live full 
and productive lives. 


When the federal government tried to intervene in the 
New York Baby Doe case, the liberals protested parents 
should have the right to make such determinations in 
consultation with their doctor. But what of the child? 

A BILL has been passed; to receive grants for child 
abuse and neglect, each state has to report to child 
protection agencies, cases in which infants are being 
denied treatment. Legal remedies can be initiated to 
prevent such a child from being killed. 


The law does say that to deny life to such a child is in 
fact a criminal act. John Robertson, professor of law in 
Texas, says the right of a child to be treated for a sickness 
does not depend on I.Q., physical abilities or social 
potential. Every child has the right to live. Parents and 
doctors who refuse treatment with the intent that these 
children die, can legally be prosecuted for murder, 
manslaughter, child abuse and neglect. Yet few of these 
cases are brought to court. 


Our ‘‘civilized’’ society has moved back to the 
primitives who dashed weak or sick children to death on 
stones, or to China’s times when female children were left 
out in the cold to die. Our democratic civilization, which 
upholds the rights of all humans, seems satisfied that 
children born with defects can be done away with by 
physicians and parents. We take life away, not only in the 
case of the unborn, but now even from those already 
born. 
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Local Hispanics plan 
diocesan Encuentro

SAN DIEGO — Hispanic Catholics in the diocese have 
for more than a year prepared for the IJ Encuentro, 
scheduled in August in Washington D.C. As part of the 
process, a diocesan Encuentro is slated for March 1-3 at the 
new Quinta de Guadalupe in Imperial Beach. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher and Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez will convoke the Encuentro for the Diocese of San 
Diego March 1. 


ENRIQUE MENDEZ, director of the Padre Hidalgo 
Center, said participatants in the diocesan Encuentro will 
include representatives sent by pastors and those who 
contributed at workshops that began last September. 


The Padre Hidalgo staff has helped coordinate parish 
workshops in preparation for the national Encuentro, 
Mendez explained. 


“Encuentros are work, not something folkloric, which 
allows us (Hispanics) to become conscious of and 
illuminate our reality for the light of our faith and to move 
us to action with a common vision of a truly Christian 
community,’’ Mendez said. 


PARISH GROUPS have worked with the five national 
themes of the III Encuentro — evangelization, integral 
education, social justice, youth and leadership formation 
— using the methods of Medellin and Puebla — see, 
judge and act. 


Since December 1984, Vidal Garcia, Hispanic 
consultant for the diocesan youth office, conducted 
meetings to explain to youths the Encuentro process, the 
five themes and how to reflect on them. 


At these meetings, Garcia gave the youths a brief 
history of the first and second Encuentros and the diocesan 
Hispanic offices that have developed since the Encuentros 
occurred. She also outlined the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter, the Hispanic Presence. 


THE YOUNG people are given pamphlets on the five 
themes, Garcia said. Like the adult groups, youths use the 
Medellin and Puebla method to complete the worksheets, 
she explained. Answers will be compiled so they may be 
discussed at the diocesan Encuentro, she said. 


Through study results included in the pamphlets, youth 
“‘see’’ the reality of the Hispanic condition, Garcia said. 
Based on faith and the teachings of the Church, the youth 
discuss and ‘‘judge”’ the Hispanic condition, she said. 
Then comes the time to ‘‘act’’? — to commit oneself to a 
plan to change the Hispanic situation, she explained. 


As an example of the process, Garcia described what 


_ occurred at the youth pre-Encuentro last month in San 


Bernardino. 


AFTER ‘‘SEEING”’ and ‘‘judging”’ the five themes, 
Garcia was surprised by the actions developed by the 
youth. ‘‘They committed themselves to improve their 
situation — to do something,’’ the consultant said. 


A few decided to meet as teams to develop leadership 
programs, she said. Others ‘‘committed themselves to 
raise funds for their youth groups through dances’’ and 
other activities, Garcia explained. ‘‘All this builds 
leadership,’’ she added. 


~ Much attention has been focused on youth in the 
Encuentro process, Garcia noted. Although 54 percent of 
the Hispanic population is less than 25 years old, she 
explained, only about 1 percent actively participate in the 
Church. Youth participation in the Church must be 
increased because ‘‘they’re not only the future — they’re 
the now,’’ Garcia said. 


GARCIA AND other participants in the diocesan 
Encuentro will discuss ‘‘priorities, contributions and 
suggestions which have . surfaced’? in the parish 
workshops, Mendez said. From these discussions ‘‘the 
proposals for the regional Encuentro in Fresno, will be 
chosen,’’ he explained. 
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SAN DIEGO — Four Catholics — a layman, 
laywoman, diocesan priest and Religious order 
priest — have combined forces to present a spritual 
rally with four themes. 


Three diocesan groups are working together to 
ensure the success of the April 20 ‘‘FIRE Rally”’ at 
the San Diego Sports Arena. 


FIRE STANDS for Faith, Intercession, 
Repentance and Evangelism. The FIRE team is 
Ralph Martin, founder of an ecumenical 
community and father of five children; Ann Shields, 
a member of the Sisterhood within the Word of 
God, a group of women commited to living single 
for the Lord; Father Michael Scanlan, TOR, 
president of the University of Steubenville; and 
Father John Bertolucci, a priest of the Diocese of 
Albany and a Catholic evangelist. 


Their effort, which has been endorsed by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher in a letter to diocesan priests and 
monsignors, will be presented locally by the 
diocesan offices of RENEW, Religious Education 
and Charismatic Renewal Center. 


Although the speakers have a background in the 
Charismatic Renewal, FIRE is not a charismatic 
rally, said David Leon of the Diocesan Charismatic 
Renewal Center. 


“*THEIR FOCUS is spiritual growth,” he said. 
None of the speakers will use ‘‘charismatic jargon”’ 
or encourage the audience to join prayer groups or 
the charismatic renewal, Leon said. 


The speakers are ‘‘all noted for being solid 


“*The proposals will be the prophetic voice of Hispanics 
for which the bishops asked in their pastoral letter,’’ the 
director of the Padre Hidalgo Center said. 


Besides choosing proposals for the regional meeting, 
participants in the diocesan Encuentro will also elect 24 
delegates to represent the diocese at the regional meeting 
in May, Mendez explained. 


ALTHOUGH THE diocesan Encuentro is open only to 
“‘official’’ participants, Mendez said, activities for the 
entire community are scheduled. : 


A small community celebration with songs and music is 
slated for March 2 at 6:30 p.m. at the Quinta de 
Guadalupe, Mendez said. The community is also invited 
to the closing Mass, to be celebrated by Bishop Chavez, 
March 3 at 3 p.m., he added.

“It’s a type of biological fiction that we are supposed to 
be born violent,’’ he said. ‘‘Every child coming into the 
world is in a nuclear shadow. Most are born into families 
paying taxes for the extermination of children. Males will 
be grabbed for officially sanctioned violence at the age of 
18,’ he added. 


‘“We are asked to accept a new definition of a human 
being that is a direct assault not only upon the Gospel, but 
upon everything in civilized history,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
Church is called to the the only alternative to this 
degradation of a human being.”’ 


HE EXPLAINED that the letter from West 
Germany’s churches “gives the connection between 
weaponry and what goes on inside us. Before the bombs 
were in the bunkers, they were in the mind, heart and 
appetite,’’ he said. The letter states that not only war, 
“‘but also preparing for it, is a sin against God. We 
cannot rise to say the Creed and also rise to say, ‘I have 
my nukes,’ ”” he stressed. 

Father Berrigan claimed that stockpiling nuclear 
weapons as a deterrent against attack is creating ‘‘an 
international scene of terror.”’

— more open than it will probably ever 
be again. The main focus of these 
evenings is to reinforce the importance 
of that communication and point out 
ways to keep that intimacy and 
openness for the rest of a couple’s lives. 
It is a time to set priorities and realize 
the necessity of making one’s spouse 
and relationship primary. 


EVENINGS FOR the Engaged is a 
six-week program where engaged 
couples meet in a married couple’s 
home for about two hours each week. 
During that time a variety of topics is 
covered, including communication, sex 
and sexuality, sacrament, God’s plan for 
us, the challenge of a loving relationship 
and marriage in the modern world. 
Couples are referred to this program as 
one of the options available for marriage 
preparation in this diocese. 


None of the couples presenting the 
Evenings for Engaged program are 
professional marriage counselors. They 
offer experiences, caring and concern 
for the institution of marriage, and for 
an engaged couple’s life commitment to 
each other. 


While the evenings involve a brief 
presentation revolving around a specific 
theme, the main intent is to elicit ideas, 
feelings and experiences regarding the 
topic discussed, and then to provide a 
couple with private time to honestly 
share feelings, experiences and 
expectations on a one-to-one basis. 


WE HAVE been presenting the 
Evenings for Engaged program since its 
inception in San Diego more than five 
years ago. Married for 12 years, we 
sincerely believe in the value of 
providing a comprehensive format for 
couples to prepare themselves for a 


lifelong commitment to the marriage 
relationship. This was not available to 
us at the time of our marriage. However, 
the need for this preparation is 
reinforced with each series we present. 


At a series at our home, we introduce 
ourselves and ask couples to do the 
same. We briefly outline the evening’s 
theme, share some ideas, commentary 
and personal experiences and then 
encourage others to comment. After the 
group discussion, couples retreat to a 
private area and have the opportunity to 
more deeply and privately relate to the 
topic. 

To assist discussion, we give the 
couples written material and questions 
specially prepared for the Evenings for 
Engaged program. The materials 
specifically expand on and define the 
topics. Following the allotted couple- 
time, couples regroup for another 
general sharing. At the end of each 
evening, take-home material for work 
during the coming week is distributed. 


AFTER LEADING many series of 
evenings, we have met and thoroughly 
enjoyed a number of couples, and we 
have been privileged to share in their 
lives and in their love and awareness of 
each other. This is our greatest reward. 
(At the end of one of our groups, one of 
the members — a pastry chef — 
presented us with a wonderful Black 
Forest cake. That was our second 
greatest reward.) 


Our motivation in participation in this 
program is not entirely unselfish — with 
each series we focus again on the truly 
important aspects of our relationship 
and we benefit from the experience. We 
try to keep in touch with couples after 
they complete the program and marry, 
and their feedback is extremely 


positive. The ideas presented in this 
program are working for them.

Consider marriage insurance

Marriage Insurance? That is what we 
hope a new support program in the 
diocese for couples married less than 
two years will be called. A Journey 
Together will not prevent conflicts or 
unexpected disaster from occurring in 
relationships, but it will equip couples 
to cope with them when they do arise so 
they will not be as devastating. 


Our relationship is our biggest 
investment and our most valued asset. 
When we were married 17 years ago, we 
believed we would be different. We 
were not going to fall into ruts like other 
married couples we had seen. We were 
going to have the perfect marriage. 


WE PROBABLY all feel positive 
and hopeful when we plan our future 
together, but the reality is far different 
from our expectations — for all of us. 


Marriage is like two rough stones 
rubbing together until all the roughness 
is gone. We are the stones and the 


roughness is simply our different 
personalities, attitudes, values, 
backgrounds, experiences and 


upbringing being blended into the new 
family unit we chose to form. Conflict 
over differences is natural and normal. 
Our awareness and understanding of 
those differences, and the way we deal 
with them, determine how stable and 
lasting our relationship will be. 


One purpose of A Journey Together is 
to bring couples to an_ increased 
awareness of what is happening in their 
relationship and acquaint them with 
options available for dealing with 
differences. 


THE PROGRAM gathers four to six 
couples. The relaxed and informal 
gatherings are facilitated by an older 
couple who share their experiences of 
marriage with the group. Each 


' gathering focuses on a specific aspect of 


marriage. Materials presented give 
insight into the adjustments needed in 
marriage and can provide the 
communication tools and techniques to

work through them. Couples participate 
in group discussions, role playing and 
written exercises chosen to further 
illustrate the evening’s topic and/or 
provide. practice in using 
communication tools and techniques. 


The basic program is one night a 
week for six weeks. An evening is spent 
on each of these areas: unmet 
expectations, wants and needs, basic 
communication skills, conflict 
resolution, love and healing, and 
sacrament and Church. It is a positive 
program designed to deal with couple’s 
needs; we suggest ideas that may even 
prevent some difficulties. 


The program is personal, too, 
encouraging spouses to discuss their 
relationship and marriage with each 
other. They are never asked to reveal 
anything sensitive with the group. 


IT IS a lot of work, but provides much 
fun, too. It is important to build couple- 
to-couple friendships with those who 
share same or similar values. An 
important part of A Journey Together is 
the opportunity to meet and socialize 
with other couples in the parish area 
who are also starting out. 


Following the initial six gatherings, 
couples will have an option of 
participating in a number of follow-up 
socials and workshops. Workshops are 
being planned in such areas as natural 
family planning, parenting, budgeting 
and finance, and scripture and 
spirituality. 

A Journey Togetlier is an enrichment 
program designed to support new 
marriages in the most crucial years. We 
are involved with it because we believe 
in marriage aS a permanent 
commitment. For us, divorce is not an 
option. God gave us the sacrament of 
marriage and He meant it to be a 
beautifully fulfilling experience. He 
meant it to be a source of joy and 
happiness and growth. But, most of all, 
He meant it to be a way we could 
experience Him through each other.

Outdoor wedding discussed 


Q: Do I have to get married in a church? Is there any 
other place where I can get married with the Church’s 
permission? 


A: Church law expresses a substantial preference that 
marriages take place in a church. However, the 1983 Code of 
Canon Law sometimes allow marriages to take place in “other 
suitable places.” ‘ 


When two Catholics marry, they should get married in a 
Catholic Church. However, when a Catholic marries a non- 
Catholic, some latitude is allowed. In mixed marriages, the 
Church tries to be sensitive to the ecumenical nature of the 
celebration. Thus, permission can be obtained for marriages to 
take place in non-Catholic churches, or even in synagogues. 
When a couple wants their marriage to take place outside a 
Catholic church, they must first obtain permission from the 
diocesan bishop or the appropriate pastor. 


In San Diego, Bishop Leo T. Maher has established a policy 
concerning where marriages may be celebrated. Normally, all 
marriages are to be celebrated in church. Marriages in parks 
and on beaches are always forbidden. In special circumstances, 
marriages may be celebrated in any suitable place, depending 
on special need or circumstance. It is not enough for a couple 
simply to want to be married “outdoors.” 


Some very compelling reason must be demonstrated before 
a marriage will be allowed outside a church. 


In San Diego, Bishop Maher has forbidden marriages to take 
place in certain places because they are inappropriate 
environments for the celebration of a sacred rite. Specifically 
forbidden are: Balboa Park, Presidio Park and the Chapel of 
the Roses (Chula Vista). 


If a couple receives permission to be married outside of a 
church, they are still bound by Church law in every other way. 
For example, the diocesan marriage policy and all other 
formalities must be followed.

Just pieces of paper 


One night, not long ago, I was too tired to continue reading 
but not tired enough for bed. So I turned on my TV to watcha 
little of the Tonight show. There was Johnny and one of his 
guests, a two-time divorcee, discussing the value and necessity 
of marriage! Kind of similar to two Argentinian generals 
discussing the value and necessity of peace, I thought 
cynically. 

The young lady, who is now “only” living with her latest 
love, was glibly dismissing the need for marriage at all. ““Let’s 
face it,” she said, “marriage is just a piece of paper. I can love 
someone just as much without that little piece of paper.” 


Given the fact that the speaker has not done well in the ways 
of marriage and therefore is entitled to a few sour grapes, I still 
thought her judgment was infantile and asinine. 
Unfortunately, it is also rather common. 


Just a little piece of paper. I thought of my last visit to my 
physician, and all those little pieces of paper he has on his 
office wall. Somehow, I am very glad that he has them, and I 
hope they are genuine! 


I also thought of an incident that took place about a month 
before, when the police pulled me off the highway. (One of my 
car’s headlights was burned out.) The police asked me to show 
them a piece of paper, and I was happy that I had not forgotten 
to bring my driver’s license with me. 


Some years ago, I helped at a new parish in Virginia. Those 
people worked very hard to put their parish together, and 
were overjoyed when they reached a point where they could 
gather to burn a little piece of paper. They had paid their 
mortgage, finally, and they were very glad. 


A good deal of life’s major moments seem to involve little 
pieces of paper. Because we are human beings, we live in the 
world of symbols and meanings. Yes, a marriage license and a 
marriage certificate are only pieces of paper. But they are also 
symbols, signifying a commitment and a rite of passage to a 
new lifestyle. 


Unlike a driver’s license or a medical certificate, the state 
requires very little to issue a marriage license. The Church, 
however, does all that it can to make this license more than 
just a piece of paper. The Church tries to flesh out the symbol 
by offering the couple a time of preparation. Preparation 
includes not only an examination of the couple’s readiness for 
the life of marriage, but also a time for the clarification of their 
objectives as a couple. We believe that there are skills which 
can help achieve a lasting and fulfilling marriage, and 
therefore we believe that we should share these skills with 
those who choose this way of life.

Christian marriage covenant between two 


A digest of The Preparation of Couples for a Fruitful 
Christian Marriage: Pastoral Directives for the Diocese 
of San Diego, 1976, and the 1983 Code of Canon Law. 


The right to marry is a natural right. It is not, 
however, an unrestricted right. Both Church and State 
can and do establish legitimate restrictions. Such 
restrictions must be founded in serious causes, where 
the proposed marriage is shown to be in conflict with 
Christian revelation or the common good of society. 


In the past, it was traditional to speak of marriage 
almost exclusively in terms of a contract. However, the 
Fathers of the Second Vatican Council amplified this 
understanding of the nature of Christian marriage and 
described it as a covenant between a man and a woman, 
to enable them to “...render mutual help and service to 
each other through an intimate union of their oneness 
and attain to it with growing perfection day by day.” 


THUS THE “restrictions” imposed by the Church 
and the policy guidelines directed by the diocese are 
designed to assist and enable engaged couples to enter 
into a marriage which will bring them both happiness 
and fulfillment in this life and lead them to eternal 
happiness with God, the Father of all. 


There is a minimum three-month preparation period 
before all weddings. No wedding date may be set 
before seeing a priest or deacon. 


Engaged couples are to make arrangements at least 
three months in advance of any Church wedding. No 
definite wedding date should be set with caterers, 
florists, etc., prior to seeing a clergyman. 


THERE ARE two distinct phases to the preparation 
program: the pastoral program which is conducted by 
the parish priest or deacon, and the instructional 
program which is ordinarily conducted through Pre- 
Cana Conference Alone, the Pre-Cana Conference with 
the Evenings for the Engaged, or the Engaged 


- Encounter Weekend. 


During the first pastoral session, the priest or deacon 
and the couple will establish a relationship. The 
clergyman will attempt to determine the couple’s 
feelings and attitudes concerning their marriage in light 
of the Gospel. He will explain the instructional 
programs to the couple, and may set a tentative 
wedding date at this time. 


The priest or deacon should also explore any special 
circumstances surrounding the marriage, and how 
these circumstances may affect it, for instance,

The divorce rate and the living-together statistics 
bear out the truth of the Church’s convictions. Not all 
those who marry should do so, at this time or to this 
person. It is a fallacy, however, to blame the institution 
of marriage for what must be a personal mistake or 
failure on the part of either or both of the parties involv- 
ed. 


Iam also not convinced that one can love someone 
“just as much without that little piece of paper.” If the 
symbol rests upon reality, then that little piece of paper 
speaks about a commitment that is open-ended and per- 
manent. It also speaks about sharing life with another 
person to a degree that is unparalleled. Anything less is 
something less. 


That little piece of paper refers to a relationship 
which is personal, but by no means private. Marriage is 
an institution in society, which means that marriages af- 
fect all of us. Marriages are the bedrock of families, and 
society as we know it is unthinkable without these two 
institutions. So much of the modern malaise is 
traceable to broken marriages and families, and this is 
so widely known, that little more need be said. 


As Christians and Catholics, the teachings we have 
received about marriage are integrated into our total

differences in age, culture, religion; pregnancy; military 
service; physical or emotional problems. Furthermore, 
any canonical problems are to be dealt with at this time. 
If there is a problem with a previous marriage, this 
problem must be resolved before continuing the 
Marriage preparation process. Permissions and 
dispensations should also be dealt with at this time. 


THE ENGAGED couple will then participate in one 
of the instructional programs mentioned earlier. These 
programs are fully detailed in the marriage preparation 
brochures issued annually by the Department of 
Family Life, and elsewhere in this marriage special 
edition. 


During the second pastoral session, the priest or 
deacon will discuss the couple’s reactions toward the 
material covered in the instructional program. He will 
complete the pre-marriage questionnaire, and a firm 
date for the wedding may be established by agreement 
between the clergyman and the couple. 


The third pastoral session will treat of the marriage 
ceremony. All canonically required documents should 
be completed and filed. The priest or deacon should 
then discuss the celebration of the Rite of 
Reconciliation before the marriage. 


THE ORDINARY place for the wedding ceremony 
will be a parish church. Proposed alternate sites should 
be. discussed with the priest or deacon at the first 
pastoral session. The necessary permissions should be 
sought at this time if the suggested site is appropriate. 


Please note well the following: This is merely a brief 
digest of the Diocesan Marriage Policy. In individual 
instances, sound pastoral judgment may demand that 
the priest or deacon require additional instruction or 
formation. This is especially true when one or both 
parties wishing to marry is under age '*. In every such 
instance, the couple is to be referred for additional 
counseling to Catholic Community Services’ 
Counseling Department or a licensed professional 
counselor. Pregnancy is not of and by itself a reason for 
marrying. In virtually every instance, the couple will 
benefit from additional professional counseling. 


A MARRIAGE should be a joyous, happy time for 
all, because it is a celebration of love between two 
people, shared with enthusiasm by ‘all the peoplé who 
love them. This policy is offered to all who participate 
in the marriage to help them make the wedding an 
occasion truly blessed by God.

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Marriage preparation programs are 
like lessons in ‘preventive medicine’

Every now and then we read or hear 
about a person who is discovered 
practicing medicine without the 
necessary training and license, and we 
are appalled by this. How could 
somebody assume the responsibility of 
treating other peoples’ ailments without 
the necessary preparation? How could 
he or she run.the risk of harming fellow 
human beings by claiming to have 
knowledge and skills which have never 
been learned? 


A person may desperately want to be 
a physician, and for the very best 
motives: a desire to help the sick, to 
alleviate pain, to restore health. But if a 
person lacks the necessary training, the 
very best intentions make him or her, in 
reality, a menace to the community. 


IN A SIMILAR vein, if you are 
planning a lengthy trip by car, you are 
strongly urged to check out a whole list 
of things: the tires, the oil, the coolant, 
the battery. And you are advised as to 


what, and how to pack, what roads to 
take (as well as which ones to avoid), 
what accommodations need to be 
reserved. 


Your attraction and desire to travel, if 
it is not accompanied by the necessary 
preparations, can. cause very serious 
problems for others and yourself. 


In other words, we all readily 
understand and accept the fact that 
virtually any vocation in life, or any sort 
of extensive journey, demands 
thoughtful and careful preparation. 
Without it, the risk to others or to self is 
at best foolhardy; at worst, it is, or can 
be, outright harmful. 


MARRIAGE IS likewise very much 
a vocation and a journey. The ability to 
live with another person and eventually 
with children, to help and be helped by 
them, and to travel through life with a 
family, demands some education and 
training. The desire and attraction for 
marriage is, in our complex society, 
simply not enough. What we learn from 
our parents, other family members, and 
even our friends is really not sufficient.

And learning by experimentation, even 
when (and perhaps, especially when) we 
are in love, can eventually lead to 
disastrous consequences. 


Sadly, this has been the history of 
almost half the marriages entered into 
in the United States within the past 15 
years. Now, 48 percent of all marriages 
end in divorce; 35 percent of all first 
marriages are dissolved by the courts. 
That means that one out of every two 
marriages, and one out of every three 
first marriages, do not make it. Right 
here in San Diego County, in 1982 there 
were more divorces than marriages. 


Now I can hear many engaged couples 
saying: “That may be true for others, 
but it won’t be true for us. We love each 
other very much, and we have an 
excellent relationship. We would never 
think of divorce.” 


1 AM NOT skeptical. I truly believe 
that you believe that. But I also believe 
that the 48 percent now divorced 
believed the same thing. Unfortunately 
for them, the gap between belief and 
reality eventually widened into an 
unbridgeable gulf. 


Many of the difficulties experience by 
newly married couples can be avoided 
or dealt with in a loving and productive 
fashion. This means learning andd 
practicing skills which can be gained 
from active participation in a marriage 
preparation program. Such programs 
are not designed to be hurdles through 
which you must pass before the day of

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your wedding. 


The Church is not interested in 
creating problems for you as you 
approach your wedding. Rather, she is 
genuinely concerned about your well 
being after you are married. Getting 
married takes one day, filled with 
ceremony and partying. Being married 
takes a lifetime, filled with joys as well 
as sorrows, happiness as well as pain. 
The Church knows this, and she would 
be false to her duty, and to her F ounder, 
if she did not make every effort to help 
you with this. Certainly the Church is 
interested in why you want to marry, 
because this is very important.

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Catholic wedding ceremony

Everything about a wedding 
ceremony should witness to all those 
present the understanding that a couple 
is entering a sacred and holy union — a 
sacrament. Therefore, everything about 
the service, including the music, calls 
for careful planning that will contribute 
to this understanding. If it does not, then 
it is unsuitable for a wedding 
celebration because it is unworthy of the 
occasion. 


Everyone at a wedding should be led 
by the dignity and beauty of the liturgy 
to a deeper understanding of Christian 
marriage and, consequently, to a greater 
commitment to it. In a sense, a wedding 
is a couple's gift to their families and 
friends. It is an invitation for them to 
enter into and share a couple’s faith, 
love, prayer. We know couples are 
anxious to make it the best possible gift. 


BECAUSE MARRIAGE ©

Church shows a couple has chosen to 
invite Christ to make their love a 
Sacrament, the music chosen for a 
wedding must express this unique and 
distinct encounter. Just as one would not 
expect to pronounce wedding vows in 
street language, so one would not expect 
to hear “everyday” love songs within a 
ceremony celebrating Christian married 
love. Certainly ‘“‘your song” will have a 
place later in the day’s festivities; but 
during the wedding liturgy itself the 
emphasis should be God’s love for the 
couple, their love for Him, the love of 
the community for the two, the couple’s 
love for the community and how these 
support and confirm a couple’s love for 
each other. 


The lyrics of the songs chosen for the 
wedding liturgy should express the 
Christian concept of life, rather than one 
which is purely secular. The liturgy of 
marriage celebrates not only human 
love, but also a relation to God who is 
Love. 
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The song texts “must always be in 
conformity with Catholic doctrine, 
indeed they should be drawn chiefly 
from Holy Scripture, and from liturgical 
sources.” (Constitution on Sacred 
Liturgy, Vatican Council II, 121). 
Perhaps the best criterion is simply the 
question, “Can you pray the words of 
the text?” 

OTHER CRITERIA for deciding 
upon the appropriateness of a piece of 
music would be: does the music express 
and interpret the text correctly and 
manifest the meaning more clearly? 
And is the form of the text respected? In 
making these judgments the general 
classification and priority of the 
liturgical texts must be kept in mind. 
These are, in order of precedence: 
proclamations, acclamations, psalms, 
antiphons, litanies, hymns, and prayers. 
Each has a specific function and form 
which must be served by the music 
chosen for the text. 


As stated earlier, the music chosen 
should be suitable for use in a religious, 
liturgical service whose primary 
concern is the worship of God. 
Therefore, the role of music in the 
celebration of the Eucharist and the 
sacraments is threefold: music must 
fulfill a role of service, music must 
invite and involve congregational 
participation, music must be an integral 
part of the liturgy. 


INTRODUCTORY RITES os 
Prelude: The arrival of wedding guests 
may be accompanied by instrumental 
music, a vocal solo or choir. The music 
selected should be in keeping with the 
event to follow, a period of prayerful 
preparation. It is not the time for 
performing a “favorite piece” that is 
unsuitable within the ceremony itself. 
The processional is most effective when 
accompanied by instrumental music 
(organ, brass quintet, organ and 
trumpet). A sung processional by a choir 
or soloist is possible. Congregational 
singing at this point is not 
recommended since the attention of all 
will be focused on the entrance of the 
wedding party. Opening Hymn: A brief 
opening hymn may be sung at the 
conclusion of the procession. If this 
option is used, it should be a familiar 
hymn sung by the congregation. The 
“mood” of this hymn should be one of 
‘Joyful thanksgiving” for this work of 
God. 


PIbWURGYA Obes He WOR 
Responsorial Psalm: After a brief 
period of reflective silence following the 
first reading, the responsorial psalm is 
sung. The congregation joins in singing 
the antiphon with the cantor singing the 
verses. Gospel Acclamation: The Gospel 
Alleluia or Acclamation (Lent) should 
be sung. If it is not sung, it is omitted. 


Rite of Marriage: Although the actual 
Rite of Marriage does not call for any 
specific music, a choral selection or 
vocal solo may follow either the 
exchange of vows or the lighting of the 
Unity Candle when that option is 
chosen. Once again, one needs to ask if 
this music supports and enhances the 
liturgical action. 


LITURGY OF THE EUCHARIST — 
Preparation of the Gifts: An 
instrumental or vocal selection may 
accompany the presentation and 
preparation of the gifts. The music used 
may not prolong or unduly emphasize 
this relatively minor part of the Mass. 
Eucharistic Acclamations: “In the 
Eucharistic celebration there are five 
acclamations which ought to be sung 
even at Masses in which little else is 
sung: Alleluia; Holy Holy; Memorial 
Acclamation; Great Amen; 
Doxology to the Lord’s Prayer.” (No. 
54, Music in Catholic Worship) 
These acclamations should be led by the 
cantor and sung in familiar musical 
settings to maximize congregational 
participation. Lord’s Prayer: This may 
be sung if the congregation can 
participate. Otherwise, it should be 
spoken. A solo version of The Lord’s 
Prayer is not appropriate here. The 
Lamb of God is a litany accompanying 
the breaking of the bread. It is best sung 
by the cantor with the congregation 
joining in the refrain “have mercy on 
Tis Communion Song: 
Congregational singing is appropriate 
here because it gives expression to our 
unity in the Body of Christ. Preferably, 
a song with a repeated refrain for the 
congregation should be sung. A suitable 
vocal or instrumental or a choral piece 
could also be used. 


CONCLUDING RITE — Recessional: 
An organ march or other instrumental 
music is most effective as 
accompaniment to the _ recessional. 
Devotion to Mary: Where the custom 
exists of placing flowers at the shrine of 
Our Lady, a song by the cantor or 
congregation is appropriate. This 
ceremony should take place either after 
the Prayer after Communion and before 
the Concluding Rite or after the 
dismissal and before the recessional. 


PROCESSIONALS AND 
RECESSIONALS — It is strongly 
recommended that the Wagner and 
Mendelssohn marches not be used since 
the overuse of this music in everything 
from cartoons to food commercials has 
trivialized them. Among the vast 
treasures of organ literature there are 
numerous compositions of far superior 
quality. The parish organist should be 
able to suggest and demonstrate several, 
thus adding to the dignity and 
uniqueness of the wedding liturgy. 
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San Diego native has new home in Rome

NORTH PARK — A San Diego native who now 
serves in Rome as an adviser to the general of his 
Religious order visited recently and told Southern Cross 
the Augustinians are ‘‘rediscovering their own mission 
and place in the Church.”’ 


Father Patrick Kane, who attended St. Augustine High 
School here and later served as its principal, came to San 
Diego in January to meet with North American 
provincials in the Augustinian order. (Father Kane’s 
mother still lives in San Diego and is a parishioner at St. 
John the Evangelist parish.) 


THE AUGUSTINIANS have one general — Father 
Martin Nolan of Ireland — and six assistant generals. 
Father Kane is the assistant general for North America. 


His main role is to act as one adviser to Father Nolan. 
When the general is in Rome he meets with his assistants 
three or four times a week. 


Father Kane was a seminarian at Villanova University 
and was ordained in 1952. Fresh from the seminary, he 
became a teacher at St. Augustine High School in San 
Diego. He was chaplain and alumni moderator before 
becoming the principal. Father Kane worked at the high 
school 23 years. In 1973 he became provincial of the 
Western Province of his order. 


TEN YEARS later he taught for a brief time in 
Medford, Ore., and then was elected to the assistancy. 


He has served a year and a half of his six-year term as 
assistant general. ‘‘It’s an honor to be selected to-do that, 
I recognize that,’’ he said. Father Kane admitted he is 
“‘still kind of finding my way in the role.”’ 


Asked if he ever thought he would serve in the 
hierarchy of his order, he replied, ‘“‘not in my wildest 


imaginings. ”’ 

HE AND the other assistants try to monitor the pulse of 
their order in all the countries they inhabit. He came to 
the United States on New Year’s Day and gave a retreat 
to Augustinian theologians on the East Coast. 


Then he came to San Diego to meet with “the 
provincials. They discussed ‘‘common concerns’’ and set 
a goal of having one Augustinian novitiate in North 
America, instead of the current three. The novitiate will 
probably be in New York City, he said. 


From Father Kane’s perspective in Rome, where he is 
in daily communication with the other assistant generals, 
the Augustinians worldwide have a ‘‘reviving sense of 
optimism and a willingness and determination to cope 
with the situation and renew according to both the 
directives of our own constitution and the Holy See.”’ 


‘““PARTICULARLY IN what would be the newer 
areas, the Philippines and Africa, there’s a sense of 
growth and great things to come,’’ he added. Those 
countries produce ‘‘numerous vocations,’’ he said. 


Vocations in North America, he said, ‘‘are certainly 
down (in number) and will continue down from what they 
were at one time.’’? However, a change has been 
observed, he added, and ‘‘the vocations picture looks 
brighter than it did in the immediate past. 


“Vocations to the male Religious communities are 
beginning to pick up....The community life that the 
orders exhibit is attractive to people with a vocation,’’ he 
said. 

FATHER KANE has an apartment facing St. Peter’s 
Square, and he can see the pope’s balcony from his own. 
He often sees the pontiff on Sunday when the Holy Father 
gives his weekly blessing. 


Despite the glamour associated with his post and his 


home in Rome, Father Kane misses teaching and school 
administration. He finds the situation in Rome “‘a little 
removed’’ from the reality he once knew so well. He also 
misses “‘the immediate involvement in people’s lives and 
problems.”’ 


Scriptures defend increased arms spending, Reagan asserts 


WASHINGTON (NC) — President Reagan referred 
to Scriptures twice Feb. 4 to defend a proposed increase in 
arms spending, saying, ‘‘You might be interested to know 
that the Scriptures are on our side in this.”’ 


Speaking first to business and trade representatives at 
the White House, Reagan referred to ‘‘Luke 14:31, in 
which Jesus in talking to the disciples spoke about a king 
who might be contemplating going to war against another 
king with his 10,000 men.’’ 


““BUT,’’ REAGAN continued, ‘‘he (the king) sits 
down and counsels how good he’s going to do against the 
other fellow’s 20,000 and then says he may have to send a 
delegation to talk peace terms. 


“‘Well, I don’t think we ever want to be in a position of 
only being half as strong and having to send a delegation 
to negotiate under those circumstances — peace terms — 
with the Soviet Union,’’ Reagan said. 


He cited the passage again in a speech later the same 
day to the National Religious Broadcasters’ annual 
convention in Washington. 


THE REMARKS came the same day that Reagan 
formally sent his proposed budget, which includes major 
cuts in domestic spending programs and a 12.7 percent 
increase in military spending, to Congress. 


He told the business and trade representatives that 
“‘ultimately, our security and our hopes for success at the 
arms reduction talks hinge on the determination that we 
show here to continue our program to rebuild and 
refortify our defenses.’’ 


When Reagan again cited the passage from Luke’s 
Gospel at the religious broadcasters’ convention, he 
added, “‘I don’t think the Lord that blessed this country 
as no other country has ever been blessed intends for us to 
someday negotiate because of our weakness.”’ 


THE PASSAGE of St. Luke’s Gospel from which 
Reagan quoted is part of Christ’s call for his followers to 
give up everything and follow him. 


“Anyone who does not take up his cross and follow me 
cannot be my disciple. If one of you decides to build a 
tower, will he not first sit down and calculate the outlay to 
see if he has enough money to complete the project? He 
will do that for fear of laying the foundation and then not 
being able to complete the work; for all who saw it would 
jeer at him saying, ‘that man began to build what he 
could not finish.’ 


“Or if a king is about to march on another king to do 
battle with him, will he not sit down first and consider 
whether, with 10,000 men, he can withstand an enemy 
coming against him with 20,000? If he cannot, he will 
send a delegation while the enemy is still at a distance, 
asking for terms of peace. In the same way, none of you 
can be my disciple if he does not renounce all his 
possessions.’’ (Lk 14:27-33). —

IN HIS speech to the broadcasters Reagan asked for 
support of the budget he submitted to Congress. He paid 
tribute to the ‘‘relevance of religion in the modern 
world,’’ citing religious symbols that were seen from the 
White House in December.

One of them, he said, was ‘‘the huge menorah 
celebrating the Passover season.’’ The eight-candle 
menorah is the symbol of Hanukkah, the feast of lights, 
which occurs around Christmas time. Passover is 
observed around Easter. The misstatement had been 
written into the president’s speech. 


Franciscan Father Stephen Hartdegen, director of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Center for the Catholic Biblical 
Apostolate, said the president’s citation of Luke 14:31 as 
a defense of arms spending ‘“‘is correct from the 
standpoint of worldy wisdom or prudence. It is based on 
the principle of counting the cost or estimating carefully 
the necessary means to achieve a specific goal.”’

The recently announced extraordinary synod of the 
Catholic Church, which promises to focus on _post- 
Vatican II developments in ecumenism, ‘‘should pay 
some attention’’ to the exchange of ambassadors with the 
Vatican and the state of Israel, Klenicki said. 


THE LACK of such an exchange creates, at the very 
least, misunderstandings in the Jewish community, the 
rabbi said. Certain parts of the community can’t 
understand why the Vatican will not exchange 
ambassadors, he said, and construe it as 
‘‘anti-Semitism.’’ 


While he does not see it as a result of ‘“‘anti-Semitism,’’ 
nonetheless, ‘‘We don’t find good valid reasons for not 
exchanging ambassadors.”’ 

Passion plays: create obstacles in Jewish-Catholic 
relations, he said. He recently wrote a curriculum for 
Catholic teachers, priests and catechists which warns of 
the danger of improperly portraying Jews in such plays.

“IT MAY even be said in the president’s favor that he 
is not advocating taking the offensive or starting a war as 
the Gospel example indicates, but only of preparing 
adequate defense in case of attack,’’ Father Hartdegen 
said. 


But Father Hartdegen noted that in the context of 
Christ’s teaching in the Gospel, the principle of counting 
the cost “‘pertains to the transcendent goal of genuine 
discipleship of Christ. The cost of achievement is the 
sacrifice of leaving father, mother, wife and children, 
brothers and sisters, even his very self and of carrying his 
cross.’”” ane 


Father Hartdegen said that in the light of the Gospel 
“every means of peaceful negotiation, dialogue, 
manifestion of good will would be the cost of the higher 
goal of Christian peace — even while admitting that force 
in self defense, when other means have first been tried, is 
morally justified.’’

Fernando Rivera arrived at Monterey 
May 23, 1774, to assume the 
commandancy from Pedro Fages. Fray 
Junfpero Serra and Rivera were old 
acquaintances, having met in Baja 
California in 1768. It was a transition that 
brought fresh hope to the frontier. 


Serra now settled into the daily routine 
of life along the waters of Carmel Bay. He 
took special interest in the baptisms at 
San Carlos. By Aug. 24, 245 persons had 
been christened, 72 of them children over 
eight years of age. 


THE PRESIDENTE’S great hope for 
the future was the children. He noted that 
‘“the spectacle of seeing a hundred young 
children of about the same age praying 
and answering individually all the 
questions asked on Christian doctrine, 
hearing them sing, seeing them going 
about clothed, playing happily ... is, 
indeed, something moving, a thing for 
which God is to be thanked.”’ 


Harvest time for 1774 was approaching 
and Serra could tell the viceroy that the 
Indians of Carmel Valley, with a few Baja 
California natives working among them, 
were applying themselves in field, 
orchard and woodland. 


The collected grain was brought to the

mission storehouse from which it was 
rationed daily to the converts and 
catechumens. While the harvest was in 
progress, large schools of sardines 
appeared in Carmel Bay and it was too 
good an opportunity for the Indians to 
miss. After all, they had been fishermen 
long before they had become farmers. 


A COMPROMISE was arranged. The 
Indians harvested in the morning and 
fished in the afternoon, keeping up the 
double occupation for 20 days. The fish 
were dried in the sun. 


Juan Evangelista, the faithful 
companion of Serra during the long 
journey to Mexico City, wanted to send 
the viceroy a present in the name of his 
parents. Serra encouraged the idea and a 
barrel of dried sardines was dispatched to 
Antonio Bucareli. The viceroy received 
the gift, was impressed and acknowledged 
the kindness of Juan. 

One one Sunday during the harvest 
season, the white sands of Carmel Bay 
presented a picturesque spectacle. It was a 


day of rest. The Indians searched the 
rocks looking for birds that lived on 
sardines. Describing the scene to 
Bucareli, Serra said the groups of 
picnickers looked like gatherings of 
ranchertas; “‘it was like sitting in a 


beautiful theatre.’’ 


THAT SUMMER, the Santiago was 
sailing north along the coast. The 
expedition’s objective was to reach the 
60th parallel, but it succeeded in getting 
only as far as the 55th. The standard of 
the cross was placed on Queen Charlotte 


Island, now part of Canada. Using the 
language of the naval men in describing 
the voyage, Serra spoke of the padres 
aboard the ship as “‘going to Russia.”’ 
They were indeed in the sphere of 
Russian influence. 


Juan Evangelista married on Dec. 2, 
1775, Thomasa Maria of the rancheria of 
Ichxenta, with Fray Junipero Serra 
witnessing the ceremony. Their married 
life was short for Thomasa was buried on 


Aug. 1, 1778 and Juan followed her to the | 


grave nine days afterward. 


Serra kept himself busy at Carmel. 
Every phase of mission life called for his 
time and attention. The Indians, soldiers, 
colonists, crops, buildings, mules, ships 
from San Blas, his own missionaries, the 
military governor, the viceroy — all these 
matters fell under his guidance in 
differing ways. 


THE PRESIDENTE complained that 
his life was being consumed in writing 
letters. He was becoming more of a scribe 
than he should. But, as presidente, ‘‘the 
solicitude of all the churches’? came under 
this care and this called for the frequent 
use of quill and paper. 


Four sentenced in kidnap-murder of pro-Solidarity Polish priest

A Polish court Feb. 7 convicted former 
security police captain Grzegorz 
Piotrowski of leading the kidnap-murder 
of pro-Solidarity Father Jerzy 
Popieluszko and sentenced him to 25 
years in prison. 


Interior Minister Col. Adam 
Pietruszka, 47, was also sentenced to 25 
years for instigating the killing and 
former lieutenants Leszek Pekala, 32, and 
Waldemar Chmielewski, 29, were 
sentenced to 15 and 14 years for 
participating in the abduction.

THE PROSECUTION _ had 
demanded the death penalty for 
Piotrowski, 33, and 25-year sentences for 
the other officers. All were members of an 
Interior Ministry department monitoring 
the affairs of the Polish Catholic Church. 


During the trial in Torun provincial 
the two former lieutenants had 
testified that Piotrowski led them in the 
kidnapping and killing of the Polish 
priest. Pietruszka denied instigating the 
crime and obstructing the investigation.

MORTON, Ill. (NC) — A Protestant 
Sunday school class has replaced its 
traditional curriculum with Top 40 hits 
and a Catholic newspaper column. 


The Morton Community United

NEWPORT MAKES copies of the 
column and distributes them to the class. 
He then plays the song or video as 
students read the lyrics printed with ‘‘On 
the Record.”’ 


According to Newport, lively 
discussion usually follows. ‘‘We take 
off,’’ he said. ‘‘Sometimes we continue 
Martin’s discussion and sometimes we 
branch off.”’ 


For example, Dan Fogelberg’s song 
Windows and Walls led to a talk on how 
young people relate to the elderly.

tells what they’re not going to take 
anymore or just what upsets them. 
Instead, all that is needed is to turn up the 
amplifiers and yell ‘‘We’re free...we’ll 
fight...you’ll see.”’ 


It may be useless to complain that 
heavy metal rarely offers anything of 
meaning or substance. Obviously that is 
not Twisted Sister’s intention. 


This is not to say that the theme of 
defiance could not at times be 
appropriate. However, such an attitude 
must be focused in a positive direction if it 
is to have real impact and bring about 
change in the world. 


For example, consider the issue of 
nuclear arms. If opposition to continued 
production of these weapons were more 
forcibly stated, the leaders of nations 
would need to further examine national 
policies. There are aspects of modern life 
that we should stand against, demanding 
change. 


However, real change requires more 
than high decibels. Careful thinking, 
action, courage and a willingness to 
sacrifice are needed for social change. 
People must ask what they are willing to 
do and how they are willing to sacrifice if 
the world is to change. Yelling alone 
won’t do it.

ROMA (NC) — La Iglesia debe estar involucrada en 
cuestiones espirituales y materiales de las personas, dijo el 
Papa Juan Pablo II, resumiendo el mensaje de su viaje,

Well-acted spy film is flawed

A college dropout who once thought he 
wanted to be a priest, Boyce gets a job at 
an electronics firm with a CIA contract 
through his father (Pat Hingle), an ex- 
FBI man. 


In due time, he finds himself reading 
and disposing of top-secret 
communications about the operations of 
spy satellites. Shocked that some of these 
messages indicate CIA involvement in 
Australian politics, he decides to protest 
by passing such material on to the 
Soviets.

first, but when he becomes a fugitive from 
the law on a drug indictment, he agrees 
and makes contact with the Russian 
Embassy in Mexico City. 


THOUGH AN engrossing story and 
very well-acted, the film suffers from 
having too many loose ends and an 
unwillingness or inability to be more 
definite about Boyce’s motivation and 
character. Why, for example, didn’t 
Boyce contact the Australian Embassy 
instead of the Russian? 


Instead Schlesinger and_ scriptwriter 
Steven Zaillian sentimentalize Boyce as 
an idealist, however muddled, a simplistic 
device that doesn’t hold up dramatically 
and also seems to be at variance with the 
truth — which, as the truth usually is, 
seems to have been more complex and 
less edifying. 


Despite its flaws, however, The Falcon 
and the Snowman is good entertainment. 
Because of some brief nudity, some drug 
use and the ambivalent, complex nature 
of the story, it is mature fare. The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it A-III 
— adults. The. Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is R — 
restricted.

Capsule Movie Reviews 


Blood Simple (Circle) represents a 
remarkable film debut for two brothers: 
Joel and Ethan Coen, Joel directing from 
a script he co-wrote with Ethan. Among 
other things, their movie is most 
instructive in the way it uses violence. 
The violence in the movie has the 


unmistakable nature of the real thing. 
This cleverly plotted, very well-acted 
tale of love, hate and vengeance — each 
equally star-crossed — in which nothing 


works out as the hapless characters 
intend, is far too bloody to be 
everybody’s cup of tea. Nonetheless, it 
is a work of somber, quirky brilliance, 
with glints of black humor. For mature 
audiences only, it has been classified 
A-IV — adults, with reservations — by 
the U.S. Catholic Conference. The 
movie industry rating is R — restricted. 


Fandango (Warners) marks another 
film debut, that of director-writer Kevin 


Reynolds, but it’s not auspicious. It’s 
May 1971, and five new-minted Texas 
college graduates go off on a car trip to the 
Mexican border in search of their lost 
youth. Reynolds’ film is sporadically 
amusing but more often sentimental, self- 
indulgent and tedious. The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it A-II 
— adults and adolescents. The industry 
rating is PG — parental guidance 
suggested. 


The Perils of Gwendoline (Samuel 
Goldwyn) is a coy and _ flyblown 
adventure movie, directed by Just Jaeckin 
(a specialist in softcore pornography), 
about a trio of explorers in a land ruled by 
warrior women. Obviously meant to be 
satirical and sexy, it’s merely distasteful 
and boring. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it O — morally 
offensive. The industry rating is R — 
restricted. 
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
